And it gets even bigger when you meet 
her.

I never really gave much 
thought to what the word 
transgender meant until the 
day my dad, Dan, picked me up 
from school dressed as a woman 
and wearing makeup. I was 9 years 
old — and I was confused. 

Shortly after that, my dad told 
me that he* didn’t feel like the 
gender he was born — that he was 
transgender. All I remember is that 
the word smacked me in the face. 
Why couldnt my dad be like everyone 
else's? Did I still have a dad or did I 
have two moms now ^ The: first thing 
I asked him was, “Do you want me

to call you Mom?” He told me I can 
always call him Dad because he is 
my dad and would never take that 
away from me. I was young, which I 
think helped me have an open mind 
about what was happening. Still, 
everything was different after that. 

big changes 

My parents ended up getting 
divorced when I was 10 — and that’s

when everyone started finding out 
that my dad was transgender. Some 
of the moms in my Girl Scout troop 
stopped letting their kids come over 
to my house. That moment was 
when I felt different for the first 
time — like my family was abnormal 
and strange. Some of my close 
friends weren’t even allowed to see 
me anymore. But I also experienced 
how accepting people can be. The 
day I told my troop about my dad, 
one of my friends called me that 
night and was like, think it'& 
okay.” That was incredible. 

At a time when 
everyone was desperately 
trying to fit in at school, 

I couldn’t have stood out 
more. I was the girl whose 
dad had long hair and 
pierced ears. Once, at a 
school open house, some 
kids saw that my dad’s 
nails were painted red^ and 
they started making fun 
of me. There was nothing 
easy about having to deal 
with that throughout middle and 
high school. But my dad did try 
to make it less difficult for me. He 
decided to always dress as male 
to school events so my classmates 
would be nicer to me. A part of me 
felt relieved because I didn’t have 
to deal with all of the stares and 
whispers, but another part of me 
felt really bad that he was trying to 
fit into a mold just for me.

opening up 

I never really tried to explain what 
my dad was going through to 
the people at my school — it was 
exhausting. But there were people 
I could openly talk to, including 
my dad. He was willing to discuss 
anything emotional I was going 
through, but he could be sensitive 
when it came lo things related to his 
appearance — like if I commented 
that he was wearing too much 
makeup. My mom was also an 
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amazing support, and I did have 
a group of friends who was always 
there for me and had my back. But 
it was still a challenging time for 
me. It s hard to go through such a 
change with a positive attitude when 
everyone else is being so negative. I 
felt a lot of things: hurt, frustration, 
shock. But more than anything, I 
felt a crazy amount of love for my 
dad. Some people only saw him as 
transgender or weird. But to me, he 
was still the person who loves getting 
everyone together for huge holiday 
dinners. (He will always serve 
honey-baked ham.) I would never 
let hate or fear or other people s 
negativity — or a little bit of red nail 
polish — take that away from me. 

He’s my dad. 

the next chapter 

Today, our relationship is strong. 
My dad goes by Sallydan now. I 
don’t know how I feel about the 
name, but I do know that I’m 
happy he’s coming out more. I’m 
still getting used to the pronoun 
thing, though. 

We both love clothes so we go 
shopping together. It’s something 
for us to bond over. I help him 
pick out outfits — I told him about 
the clothing brand Free People, 
and he loves it. Once we even 
went shopping for bras together. 
Truthfully, that was awkward. I 
think we’ll stick to shopping for 
shoes! Honestly, this wasn’t how I 
imagined spending my teen years 
with my dad — it’s better. 

I’m entering a new time in my 
life, too. I’m attending college 
in Chicago, where I’m studying 
art. It’s exciting, but it also means 
there’s a new set of people who 
will have questions about my dad. 
Whenever he comes up naturally, I 
talk about his transition, but I don’t 
feel like I have to go out of my way 
to bring it up. Parents aren’t the 
first topic teenagers talk about, 
and that shouldn’t be any different 



for me. If I decide to bring a guy 
home. I’ll explain that, yeah, my 
dad is transgender, and her name is 
Sallydan — but she’s still going to be 
scary protective of me. 

Going through this has shown 
me that there’s always someone who 
isn’t going to agree with what you’re 
doing or who you are, but to choose 
to be yourself is the bravest thing 
you can do. We’re all changing. My 
dad is changing. I am too. But some 
things will always be the same. 

My love for my dad is forever. 

After all, she’s my dad.
